Mi: Sniitho [iroaented aroiJort from tliu 
Privato Bills Coiiiiuittfe on tho QlioshcHo 
Rivur Privileges Hill. 

Mr. McGillivray moved for an order of 
tho House for a . return of tho ropurt.s 
sliowing tho receipts and c.vpondituro of 
oacli Municipality within llie I'rnvineefor 
tliu year ending ULst December, 1880; and 
tliat such reports shall bo [irinted and 
bound in the Sessional Papers, 

Mr. Wilson said that as no yrants were 
now nmdo to municipalities thoy dcclinod 
tu make any returns. Ho thought n lino 
Hhould bo imposed on ofiicers failing to 
niako returns. A clause should bo in- 
Hcribod in the Municipal Acts to that ef- 
fect. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said tho few re- 
turns on hand wore incoinploto, and tho 
{jcivennuont had. no power to enforce re- 
turns. 

Mr. E. Brown thought the letters patent 
should bo cnncollod in case of default. 

Hem. Mr. Walkem — Some of them 
would lie only too glad. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Williams did not soo wliat tho gov- 
ernment iiud to do with tlio receipts and 
o.xpeiulitures if thoy made no grants to 
municipalities. 

The resolution was adopted. 

PKIVILEGKa OF MK.MIiKR.S. 

Mr. Smithe said the ruling did not sur- 
prise him and ho was sorry that Mr. 
Speaker and he so seldom agreed upon 
important questions pertaining to parlia- 
mentary governnioiit. He (Mr. Smithe) 
hnd looked up authoritios somewhat ex- 
lensivcly, and ho was forced to a conelii- 
hion diametrically opposite to that em- 
Ijiidied in tlio ruling just given. He had 
often before raised his voice in tho House 
ih favor of the privileges of parliament, 
in favor of free, untranielled and unre- 
stricted speech upon que.stions afl'ecting 
tho public welfare, and as he felt that an 
attempt was now being made to take from 
the people's representatives a right to 
■which they were undoubtedly entitled, ho 
considered it the duty of every independ- 
ent member to make a stand for tliat 
which was an undoubted and inalienable 
privilege of every member of the House — 
that of free discussion upon niattcr.s of 
public policy. (Hear, hear. ) He had be- 
fore him May nnd Todd, authorities often 
quoted from, and fully recognized in that 
House, and in addition ho intended to 
quote from DcLolme, an authority often 
referred to by both iMay and Todd. On 
])ngo 77 of DeLolmo'a Constitution of 
England it was sot forth that "as such of 
tho two houses (Lords and Commons) has 
a negative on tho propositions made by 
others, and there is consequently no dan- 
ger of their encroaching on each otlior's 
rights, or on those of tlie king, who has 
likewise his negative upon thorn both, 
any qiustwu judged by them conducive to 
the public good Lvitliout ej-ccjituni may be 
made tho subject of their deliboralionsj 
Suoli are, for instance, new limiUilinns or 
extensions to be given to tho authority of 
tho king." That language, ho said, was 
most pointed and strong, and bore espec- 
ially upon the question before the House 
upon which tho point of order had been 
raised by the premier. The bill had boon 
explained by tho introducer to be moro 
in tho nature of an interpretation clause 
to an act already in force and at most it 
only aimed at e.xtending tlio authority of 
the crown. On the next page the same 
authority, after referring to the inability 
of the lords to initiate or even change m onoy 
bills said, "this excepted, every member 
in each house may propose any quostiiin 
ho thinks proper. " The hon. gentleman 
then cpioted at considerable length from 
8G0, 3G1 and 302 ofDoLolme to show that 
when on one occasion the King's minis- 
ters had "abused ihoir powerand carried 
designs Lliat were subversive of liberty," 
had been declared guilty of high treason 
and tv.-o of their number had been hanged 
and tho others banished. Tho oireuce for 
which those men suilercd such condign 
punishment was that they attempted to 
"annihilate tho rights of tho Commons, 
by taking from them that important pri- 
vilege of ftiirting and fn'i'ly diseussimj 
icliatever .■oihjfit of debate thcij think pro- 
per," and limiting them to such as were 
submitted by tlic king. Ho pointed out 
the similarity botween the action of those 
men who had paid the penalty of their 
rashness with their lives, to the action of 
tho local government, who, when any- 
thing objectionable to them was submit- 
ted by a privato member, invariably met 
it with a point of order, by which free 
discussion of tho subject was stifled (hear, 
hear.) Another and similar case was re- 
ferred to of a much more recent date 
where the olfenders were in one instance 
" obliged to fly beyond sea " and in otiiors 
were imprisoned. The Act under whieli 
proceedings had then been taken was 
still in force. Although he could wish 
the principle for which ho contended vin- 
dicated in a much less tragic manner than 
by either hanging or imprisoning tho 
premier and his colleagues, yot ho must 
Bay ho sincerely trusted that honorabla 
and independent members on both sides 
of tho House would recognize tho weight 
of authority ho had quoted and make a 
stand for liberty of speech to-day. (Hear, 
hoar,) The hon, gentleman then quoted 
from Todd to show the relation in which 
tho Grown stood with reference to grant- 
ing a}?ot in. favor of a petition of right. 
•Spitcfi'-willTiot permit usl(i give his quo- 
tations upon this subject, but ho showed 
that it was clearly duo to aveiy one of her 
Majesty's subjects that ho should bo na 



certain that he could have any claim ho 
might have against theQi'own adjudicated 
upon by the courts, as that one subject 
should have any claim against anotlior 

subject submitteil to a judgo of tho land 
for decision. To-day it was Roid lirotli- 
era, to-morrow it might l)o some one else. 
A principle wa.s involved and if wrong 
could bo done with iiiijiunity in one case 
what hope that right would bo dono in 
tho noxtf (Hear.) Upon tho question 
for which he was moro particularly con- 
tending, lio said, Todd, on p.ago 253 had 
tho following: '"Frceilom of speech in 
parliament is an es.'iential part of tlio lib- 
erties of Englishmen. This privilege was 
guaranteed by tho Bill of Kigiits and it 
includes a license to discuss all matters 
afleoting tho public welfare, whafher the 
same have been fonnuUy commended hy the 
Crown to the consideration of parliament 
or not. From tho time of Edward 111 
to our own day parliament has freely ex- 
ercised the right of tendering advice to 
tlio Sovereign, unasked, upon matters 
tho tlnal detenuination oJf which api)or- 
tained to tho sovereign alone." Earl 
llussell says, "Tlio two houses of parlia- 
ment constitute the Great Council of tho 
King, and upon wliatover subject it is his 
l)rerogative to act, it is their privilege and 
even their iliity to advise." liurko saj's 
of the house of Commons: "It is their 
privilege to interforo, by authoritative ail- 
vice and admonition, upon every act of 
e.xeeutive government, u-ithoiit ereejitian. " 
He called attention to tho uniformity uf 
expression of opinion by the great authnr- 
ities quoted. \Vluit was said with reference 
to tho English parliament applied with 
equal efloct to this assembly. Wo (said 
tho hon. gentleman) stand here to ropro- 
sent the people and to guard anil defend 
tho rights of tho people — rights secured 
to us by tho constitution — !ind if wo a[i- 
ply the words of Earl Russell to our- 
selves wo will find that it is not only our 
privilege to discuss this measure of the 
n.nnilinr fni-n..n<ov, but that it is abso 
lutoly our dutj- to do so, if for no other 
reason than t(j rcallirm tho riglit of the 
people's representative.s in this House to 
discuss whatever soomoth good to them 
(hear, hear). The hon. gentleman quot- 
ed next from May to show that that 
writer agrees with tho other authorities 
as to the right of discussion and free 
speech. Ho showed that on not a single 
occasion had a bill aflecting the preroga- 
tive of the Crown been ruled out of order 
on second reading and that was the time 
tlio principle of tho measure was invari- 
ably considered. May gave inatancoa 
where, in consequence of tho assent of 
the Crown having boon withheld, she 
.Speaker had objected to put tho third 
reading and " that tho bill do pass;" but 
in no single instance had a moaaure boon 
ruled out of order on second reading. In 
other words, no single instanco of free 
discussion of a question having boon 
stilled was to bo found in tho annals of 
English parliamentary history. He aji- 
pealod to the .\ttornoy-Oeneral tn follo\T 
precedent in this case, and if lie wore de- 
termined in tlie end to burke thonioasure 
by continuing to withhold the assent 
of tho governor, let tho objection bo 
taken at a subsequent stage of tho Bill, 
by which moans tho samoTcault would bo 
attained by the g(JvernMienl while tliu 
rights of membcr.s to discu.".s thenuostioii 
would not be trampled under foot. (Hear, 
hear.) Ho appealed to the private mem- 
bers of tho House to remember that they 
were the guardians of privileges that thoy 
might not lightly surrender. He called 
upon them to place theirduty to the com- 
monwealth ahe.id of any fancied party 
tics; to rise to a ])roper appreciation of 
their own responsibilities as rf pre.sonta- 
tives. To seize with a tirm grip their 
parliamentary rights and not lot them 
Hliji from their lingers, through either 
ignorance of, or indidercnco to, their 
iinpurtanco. Individually he felt he was 
performing a sacred duty in making ii 
stand for liberty in that House. It 
seemed to him that little by littli? tho 
ministry were depriving private memljor.s 
of all power to deal with aught savo the 
most trivi.al matters. He looked iipun tho 
assumption by tho ministry of dictatorial 
powers as a usurpation of rights (inqjerly 
appertaining to the people. In all earn- 
estness and sincerity ho would, in con- 
clusion, ask hon. members to maintain 
their individual rights and to givo that 
duo consideration to tho authorities ho 
had quoted which ho hoped would induce 
thorn to sustain him in his appeal against 
tho ruling of Mr. Speaker. (Cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem paid tho leader of 
tho opposition the compliment that he 
was uluiiy.s anxiou.T tn uphold the rules of 
the House ; still ho had probably made as 
many mistakes as any one in tho House, 
and referred to a matter in 1870 when ho 
was in tlio government and allowed the 
opposition to infringe upon tho privileges 
of the HouHo without raising his voice 
against it. lie did not dispute the au- 
thorities ipioled by the senior member f<u- 
Cowichan, but being written 100 year.s 
at'o or more they had become somewhat 
obsolete and had been superseded by 
others of more modern date. Ho would 
now refer to some of these authorities, 
such .as Sir Erskine May, Gladstoiie and 
others. Those quoted by tho last speaker 
were similar to Goldsmith's histories ami 
other works only fit to bo put into tho 
hands of schoolboys— works that students 
at law read during the first year, of tlieir 
course. 

Mr. Smithe stated that ho referred to 
old established precedents and that ho 
(pioted others of moro modern date. 

Hon. Jlr. Walkem took it for granted 
that the House would bo guided by mod- 
ern precedents, and ho went on to exjilain 
the functions of tho Houses of Lords and 
Commons. He was surprised that hon. 
gentlemen had not been guided by tho 
precedents that ho was about to read. Ho 
had reduced the matter under a few heads 
and first quoted Todd on prerogative 
rights and tho provisions of the Grown 
Procedure Act to enable tho subject to 
sue the government. Ho was bound to 
defend the subject in his right to proceed 
against tho Crown ; but tho member for 
Comox wanted to change the whole inten- 
tion of that Act and givo tho subject tho 
riglit to proceed against the Crown in tho 
courts of law without the consent of tho 
government. Every step tho government 
had taken was on tho advice of profes- 
sional men. Ho then road authorities in 
support of his argument from "Todd." 
All tho Provinces had similar acta ,to tho 
one in iBritish Columbia. Ho as attorney- 



general was resi)onsiblo to tho House for 
everything that had been dono. Ho was 
of the opinion that no relief could bo af- 
forded in tho m.atter which had induced 
tho hon. introducer of tho bill to bring it 
in. It was for tho House to s.iy whetlier 
ho was right or wrong. Sir Fitzroy 
Kelly 's opinion was referred to by the loader 
of the opposition and ho would now quote 
contrary ones. Every act of royal proro- 
gatiro should be for the benoiit of the 
people and every act should bo performed 
undur the advice of ministers, and those 
minister.s must bo respmisiblo to the 
House. Tho member for Comox wished 
to oast the responsibility of all those mat- 
tors on an irresponsible gentleman. The 
Lieut. -Governor was not responsible and 
if he need not seek tho advice of minis- 
ters it would boa biirb.irous act for the 
Ilnuao to perform. Tho bill means costs of 
sumo kind and is therefore inadmiaaablo. 
Tho House might defray charges or thoy 
might refuse to do so and thus bring tho 
House into antagonisin with the responsi- 
blo ministers of tho Crown. Honorable 
gentlemen' would sue what an anomalous 
position tho Lieut. -Q.ivoriior would be 
|)laeed in if such a bill bocanio law. As 
attcn'ney-goiicral he would be laughed at 
from one end of the Dominion to the 
other if he sout such a bill as that to Ot- 
tawa. Ho would not bo fit for his posi- 
tion in this or any other province if he 
allowed any such thing. Authoritios 
teernod with instances in favor of his 
argument. He w.as surprised that gentle- 
iiion who had been in the government 
lately should take such a positicni when iti 
opposition. When in the government 
thoy wished to contract the powers of the 
Lieut. -Governor. Now they took .i dif- 
ferent position. 

Mr. Ash objected to porsonal matters 
and oxpkiined his position on Air. VowuH's 
petition. It was out of regard fiU' that 
goiitloman that he gave the advice which 
ho did. 

H"!>. Mr. \Ya!kem rcmar!:cd that tho 
memlier for Comox had admitted just 
what he was contending fur. Mi.s advice 
to tho parties was to the .i:une oll'eet. He 
continued his ciuotations. livery member 
was free to discuss almost evoi'y question, 
but among those prohibited were ques- 
tions affecting tho prerogatives of the 
Crown. Here he referred to Sir Erskine 
May, tho latest and most ominent author- 
ity on such matters, that amendments to 
bills oven could not bo made without tho 
consent of the Crown, thoroforo such a 
change as tho one proposed could not 
possibly be allowed, as it would be sub- 
versive of all good government. Respon- 
sible ministers should advise tho Lieut. - 
Governor in all matters respecting tho 
government of tho Province. Such a bill 
aa tho one ])rop(jacd would not hold water 
at Ottawa and would bp thrown out at 
once oven if it p.assed the House. Ho as 
attorney-general was responsible to tho 
House ; the Lieut. -Governor w.as only re- 
sponsible to the higher powers. He (the 
Liout. -Governor) was bound to rocoivo tho 
advice of liis responsible ministers for the 
time being. If he had time he migiit 
refer to 20 or 30 sucli precedents as ho 
liad read. Tho bill w.aa subversive of tho 
first princi[)les of responsible government 
because it relieved the ministers of tho 
day of all resi)onsibility in matters of this 
kind. He again referred to M.ay respect- 
ing tho rights of the Crown, and stated 
that ho had tho right to object to the bill 
at any stage of it.-s progro.sa, and ho had 
taken the first oppnrtuiiity of doing so. 
Ho then rcfci'red to Hansard for .a con- 
clusive authority that such a bill could 
not bo introduced by a privato member as 
it aflocted the rights of the Crown, and in 
eoiiaequenco could only be introduced l)y 
the government. Even Mr. Gladstone, 
when introducing his Church of Irelaml 
disestablishment bill, stated that ho had 
obtained permission from the Crown to 
do so. 'Pho House imist accept such 
practice or else there coiiM lie no respon- 
sible government at all. Heference was 
.again made to antiipiated authorities, and 
those quoted by the loader of the opposi- 
tion were compared to ( iuMsmith's 
Animated Nature which only iiMpiireil a 
visit to a menagerie to upset. Compiued 
with the authorities ho hiid (pioted they 
were sinq)ly nonsense. Ho Inqied the 
matter would be settled once for all and 
that the Speaker's decision would bo sus- 
tained by tho House. A statute could 
not bo passed to relieve a minister of re- 
sponsibility and [ilace it upon the shoul- 
ders of the. Lieut. -( iovernor. (Hear, 
hear. ) 

Jlr. Ash objected to tho allusions (jf 
the attorney-general to Mr. Vowell. He 
was of opinion that Mr. R(jbcrt.'ion ail- 
visnd Mr. V. that the ])owor rested with 
tho Lieut. -(iovornor to grant or refuse a 
potitidi of right ("No, no," from Jlr. 
Walkem.) Tho only change asked in the 
Crown Procedure Act was that it should 
not rest with tho attorney -general to say 
yea or no. [Called to order by Mr. 
Speaker.] 

Mr. -Ash would not allow himself to be 
put down. All he wished to do was to 
put the matter in a right and proper foot- 
ing. Tho (luoation before tho Houso was 
ns to whether the decision of Mr. Speaker 
Bhould be sustained. His (the Speaker's) 
<lecision should bo publislicd and put on 
tho journals of tho Houso. It was pro- 
posterous to suppose that a privato mem- 
ber could not bring in a bill without the 
consent of tho Crown. He could not go 
to Government Houso and ask tho Liout. 
Governor's permission to bring in a bill. 
The only method was for the Houso to 
receive or reject it. Mr. Speaker had a 
judicial position in deciding what was in 
order and what was not. It was an im- 
proper thing for a judge to consult with 
an interested party aa to what his decis- 
ion should be in a case at law. Ho con- 
tended that the bill should be submitted 
to tho Houso for its approval or rejection. 
Tho action of the attorney general rc- 
inindfld one of the saying of a celebrated 
French King that the "state was ho." 
The.lcgislaturo should not bo prevented 
from discussing any constitutional ques- 
tion. He hoped tho Houso would not bo 
forced into tho position of being obliged 
to ask tho ministers of the Cromi for per- 
mission to introduce measures for its dis- 
cussion. 

Mr.Boavonaaid that after tho numerous 
authorities produced by tho attorney 
general tho matter required very little 
more ventilation, but ho wished to draw 
attention to tho fact that members on the 
other side who now thought differently on 
the point of order hiid spblcoii and voted 



otherwise when thoy wore in power. He 
quoted from tho journals of 1877 wherein 
he shoxvod that threo Bills introduced by 
himself as a privato member were opposed 
by Mr. Elliott as out of order unless in- 
troduced with the sanction of the govern- 
ment and it was so ruled by Mr. Speaker 
Trimble. 

Mr. Mara asked that tho point of order 
bo withdrawn to givo members a chanco 
to show their feelings on the bill — as ho 
was in favor of the bill thougli he was in 

doubt .Ts to tho point order. If tho pointof 
order was pushed he would bo obliged to 
vote against tliu decision of the Speaker. 
Freedom of speech in parliamont was tlio 
prerogative of all Englishmoii aud if free 
discussion wore stopped on a matter as 
in the present case he would vote against 
tho decision of tho Speaker as tho first 
step towards assorting their privi- 
leges. 

i\lr. Vernon was much of tho same 
opinion. lie would not support the Bill 
though he contended that the members 
should be allowed to vote on every sub- 
ject. 

Hon. Mr. Huniidireys requested tho 
mover to withdraw tho resolution as ho 
Hiqiposed he had gained hisobjectin hav- 
ing it |iroperly ventilated. 

'Mr. Smithe asked Mr. W.dkem to with- 
draw his objectii ui to the liill and allow 
it to bo debated now as lie could bring it 
up at a suqsoqncnt stage. 

Mr. Walkem — No, no. 

i\lr. Speaker said ho would not liave 
ruled the bill out of order at tho present 
stage if the Crown had not expressed its 
dissent to tho ineaauro, 

Mr. Smithe asked Mr, Walkem if the 
governor had given him authority to 
express tho dissent of the Crown. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied that the 
government had not authorized liim to 
exiH'ess dissent, but lie (Mr. W.) could 
not give assent. 

Mr, .Smithe said the Speaker having 
given his ruling under a misapprohcnai.-n 
he would now probably withdraM- the rul- 
ing. 

The Speaker did not reply. 

The House being rung in the Speaker 
was sustained by 15 to 7. Names called 
for as fidlows:

Mr. Harris moved the following reso- 
lution: -'I'hat a respoctful address be pre- 
sented to his Honor tho Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor re(iiiesting his Honor to bring under 
tho notice of thu Dominion Government 
tho necessity which exists for a strict in- 
spection of the mail and [)assenger steam- 
ers plying between British Columbia porta 
and between British Columbia and Amer- 
ican ports, with a view to securing that 
such vessels shall bo sea worthy, and pro- 
perly found and net over loaded. 

Mr. Bennot seconded. 

Mr. Walkem said that although he w.as 
in favor of such a motion ho woiiUl advise 
tho mover to withdraw it as the Dominion 
Goverinricnt would regard it .as if we wore 
interfering with their duties. 

Mr. nonnott spoke at some length 
quoting from the act on such matters and 
ilrawing the attention of the Houst: to the 
fact th.at tho bo.-ird of trade had the mat- 
ter under consideration. During his re- 
marks ho stated that a passenger on the 
Victoria had written letters to the papers 
on tho subject and the papers had refused 
to publish those letters. Ho also stated 
that one steamer had left port so over- 
loaded that the chief engineer had told 
the captain tli.at he would not be respon- 
sible for his department with such a load. 
He also drew .attention to the fact that tho 
Dakota was kept on tho routo till she 
broke down. 

Mr.Mara had overlooked this resolution 
and wanted time to enquire into tho mat- 
ter. He thought the matter ought to be 
left to the board of trade and before the 
House was asked to pass such a resolution 
it ought to be shown to tho Houso what 
abuses ilid really exist. Ho advised the 
mover to withdrawn tho resolution. 

i\Ir. (Jalbraitli thought the House was 
dealing with aomothing they knew nothing 
about anil in fact were out of their pro- 
vince. He drew attention to tho fact that 
the cause of the letter spoken of by tho 
junior member for Yale was because ho 
had mot with a little incivility and that a 
card tluinkiiig tho oflicors for their kind- 
ness and courtesy and speaking in high 
praise of the accommodations of tho steam- 
ship Victoria was publialied in the papers 
signed by every passenger but the one 
mentioned. 

Tho resolution was laid over. 

Mr. Ash asked the honorable tho min- 
ister of finance and agriculture: For what 
reason was payment withheld of the vouch- 
er for §5,001.38, dated 2nd December, 
1878, and certilieil by tho chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works, and prosontod 
at tho treasury by Mr. Dawson as agont 
for Reed Bros. 

Mr. Beaven answered, "For want of 
proper authority." 

Dr. Ash asked tho minister of finaneo 
and agriculture, What reply do you make 
to Mr. Dawson's application for the return 
of the vouchor. I referred him to tho 
chief coinmissioner of lands and work.s. 

Moved by Mr. Beaven— Siqiply reports 
to bo taken into consideration on Thurs- 
day next. 

Sectuid reading Victoria Water Works 
Bill, dropped. 

nr.PoiiT.s— noGs ukuul.vtion uiLi.. 

Mr. Vernon moved the adoption of the 
report. 

Mr. Beaven moved that this act should 
not refer to tho limits of public parks or 
of an incurporated city. 

The clause was inserted as clause 7. 
Report adopted and ordered to be read 
third time 'I'luirsday. 

Tlio report of Drainage and Irrigation 
Bill ■ was ordered adopted and read a 
third time and passed. 

Tho Souse adjourned till 2 p. m^ to- 
day.

To THE Editor: — Since my last 
epistlo on this subject our Provincial 
IIouse,ha3 wrestled with tho "Mineral 
Act, 1881," nnd banded it back to it.s 
comniitteo. How tlii.s iirccious docu- 
ment ha.s come out of the encounter it 
is diflicult at present to .say; but pro- 
bably it.s state of health is as well as 
can bo exijceted under tho circum- 
stances, 

Durini; tlie match sovnrul members 
tiiougiit tho mining hnv.s should bo 
consolidated; and one ine'inbor for C'ari- 
boo statod that the combined intellect 
of lii.4 ili.strieL could make nolhing of 
them as thoy atiind at [jreaeiit. 'I'lio 
single legal luminary explained tliat to 
consolidate tho Act nnd umondraents 
would take a deal of time and trouble 
and that tiio iM uiiiii[)alities Act took 
three weeks' work. That is about as 
logical aa to .stale that it will take a 
long timo to travel to Sun Francisco 
because a journey to England occupies 
.30 (laj'.s; and, further, his statement is 
not borne out by the facts. 

1 wi.'ih to point out that in 1877 tho 
placer gold mining law.s were eonsoli- 
ilateil, as well as all tho other Acts in 
the Province, at a very coiiiiiderate ox- 
penso; and in that year a se^iarate 
Mineral Bill w.ih pa.ssed, and that no 
alteration has since been niado in the 
gold mining laws, except by the rotten 
anil iniquitious Mineral Act of 1S78. 

Tho Bill No. 9 Just wrestled with is, 
as near an it can be ascertained, intoiul- 
ed to reenaet a lot of clauses stupidly 
and inadvertently repealed by the 
Mineral Act, 1878, and is, in reality, 
another amendment to the Gold Mining 
Ordinanco, 1SG7. The title is clearly 
a inisnocucr and calculatcil to further 
puzzle the honest miner and thu public. 
It also appears that our single lawyer 
has thrown the responsibility of draw- 
ing a new and separate Mineral Bill on 
tho shoulders of tho nonprofessional 
committee, Tiiis i.s piling it on with a 
vengeance ! 1 ! 

As this is a mucli more important 
matter either in interest, or to the 
contrary, of tho whole community, 
whether tiiey are actually engaged in 
mining or not, it is to be hoped, when 
the new ^Mineral Bill is brought forth, 
the measure will not be ru.shcd through 
in forty-eight hours, hut printed and 
circulated so as to enable the general 
[Hiblio to express its opinion thereon. 

The whole action of tho nttorhoy- 
genoral tends to one end, viz., escape 
from the sliglitest chance of being cor- 
nered with the fact of having originat- 
ed anything. 'J'hat gentlenmii knows 
that with two or ihnic hours' work he 
could have satisfactorily unravelled tho 
tangled mass of mining laws. The ro- 
[leal of tho "Mineral Act, 1878, "would 
have cleared the way, nothing then be- 
ing requirfil liut to re enact a few 
clnuschi in the "Ciohl .Mining Ordin- 
anco, 1867,'' ainl reprint the "iMineral 
Act, 1877." Such a course would have 
placed the whole matter before the 
House in a consicc and intelligible 
form, instead of permitting itto drift in- 
to the inglorious muddle it now revels 
in. 

It always apjiears that a very limit- 
ed interest is taken in mining ques- 
tions outside the a';l;iio\vledged auri 
ferous districts, and it is virtually iin- 
[lossible to attract tlie attention of any 
provincial M. P. for tho space of two 
miiuitos on any question directed to- 
wards tho development of our mineral 
wealth. Their time sccnis occupied 
with graver .subjects, such as, how- 
many members shall tho government 
appoint on tlic hospital board ] Is the 
Lord's Prayer to be road in our non- 
aectarian schools or not ? etc., etc. 
The grand aim for tho past 15 ' years 
ap])ears to have boon to .starve our 
agricultural resources nnd ignore our 
(piartz ledges and coal fields, Xever- 
tbelcis it is painfully apparent to 
every one who has travelled through 
British Columbia with his eyes open 
that jji-ovided our difToreut mining 
intfirests are not zealously nurtured by 
liborul and easily nnilrrstood legisla- 
tion our outlook for the inmicdiatc fu- 
ture is a disastrous anil forlorn one. 
Every holder of stock in tliR Enteriirise 
mining and any other quartz| mining 
company is dii'cctly interested in tlie 
passage of such a mineral measure as 
the 1877 Act. In the event of the 
companies desiring to .sell their claims 
to foreign caiutalists they will discover 
they are at present out of tho market, 
hav'ing notliing in tho world to show 
for their ground or tho vast sums of 
money expended there but the incvita 
bio "record." This record, I think, has 
been already proved to be nn unnego- 
tiablc document, and not worth the 
paper it ia written on.

THE ATTORNEY GENERAL. 

Tlie temperate, compact stiUemont of 
our correspondent "Watohdog" on the 
Petition of lliglit qiu'stion, with tho 
authorities adduced, will prove conclu- 
sively to lawyers and laymen among 
our readers that Mr. Walicem doe.s not 
know the duties of his olHcc in a matter 
virtually affecting every person in the 
community. The government would 
seem at present to be possessed by a craze. 
They try to shut our hospitals, to rauz- 
zleourcourts and to set up new relations 
botwo.cn the Crown and the subject. 
The question raised by "Watchdog" de- 
mands the attention of the public. 
Whether Mr. Walicem miHldles and 
muddles in bis present offices until the 
general election, or retires next J uly to 
the ignoble seclusion of Gfovorniuent 
House, bo ia likely to remain for some- 
time longer as a sort of wart on the 
body politic. There are some persona, 
probaoiy, who will have bolinvod, until 
"Watchdog's" crushing exposure, that 
Mr. Walkem had sense enough to let 
well alone, or was, at least, acute enough 
to form a rudimentary notion of any 
position which hu was taking up. It 
is difficult, however, to know on what 
such an expectation could lie based 
The attorney general's brain naturally 
is mercurial; he cannot grasp or master 
subjeots which 'require application and 
thoUj;ht. Hence his timidity in import 
ant matters of official Kuuness, bis fail- 
ure as an administrator, his absolute 
subservience to the narrow, but less 
pliant, ISlr. Bkaven. Mr. Wai.icf.m 
was young when he came to this prov- 
ince, having divided his studies, i)rovi- 
ously, in Montreal, we believe, between 
ironmongery and law. He has practic- 
ed in British Columbia principally bo- 
fore gold commissioners without appear- 
ing in the regular courts frequently or 
advantageonsiy. He has not even ven- 
tured to do the Crown business in the 
courts which he is handsomely paid by 
the public to undui tuko. The muddles 
in this branch alone havo cost the pub 
lie, lately, more than the aggregate sal- 
aries of all tho ministers for several 
years. Settlers, in consequence, will 
have to be again put under the screw 
to make up tho loss. Our Houan of 
Assembly and legislation havo been dis- 
credited throughout Canada -by the ex- 
traordinary fact that more Acts of 
British Columbia havo been disallow- 
ed than of all the other Canadian 
provinces put together. This simply 
means ignorance — ignorant dealing 
with matters with which we have noth- 
ing to do. In our local legislation which 
consists, it would appear, of adapt- 
ing Ontario statutes to the re- 
quirements of British Coliimbia, and 
in amending or consolidating our tiny 
budget of Act swork which a parlia- 
mentary draftsman elsewhere would 
entrust to a junior student Mt.Wal- 
KCM is constantly making mistakes. 
He has always represented a mining 
constituency, and has been longer in 
office since Confederation than any 
other man, yet our raining laws are a 
farrago of absurdities. They harass 
miners and frighten away capitalists. 
Tho truth is that our attorney-general, 
whose many good qualities and pleas- 
ing ways are recognised by friends, is 
less a la>yyer than a frontier politician 
and light-tingered artist. He liolds two 
offices at present, and fails io manage 
either. The worry to miners and settlers 
at the Land Office, and tho " disallow- 
ance " record at Ottawa, slio«- that Mr. 
Walkkm does not succeed so well in 
drawing bills as in drawing lions. Un- 
able to direct legislation he is, never- 
theless, avaricious of legislative lionors 
— like the child who collects ai'ound 
him dishes of viands which he cannot 
eat. In the Petition of Right there is 
something valorous, no doubt, as a con- 
ception) in the picture of Mi-. G. A. B. 
WAIiKEil- attempting to slay with his 
wooden sword all the Imperial and 
Colonial authorities , but we fear the 
grouping must impress the observer 
with a sense of disproportion.

active and useful mombors, and have fully answered tho purposes for which thoy were 
placed OU the Board. 

The other Direotors aro tho nominees of the Subscribers. The proposed change 
will be detrimental to tlio intQrosts of thoso for whom a hospital is supported. Tlie 
attention necessary to details takes up a great deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now. performed olficiontly by eight gentlemen will be equally as well per- 
formed by four ia supposing too much, and tho inevitable result will bo" a recurronce 
to the worst evils of tho past. Tho interest which the public now tako in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, and the active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo e.xteiulod to a purely Government institution. 

The Diroctora have again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsnuiir and the 
V.incouvor Coal Company for donations of coal aiulto various charitable .'iociolio.^ and 
individuals who have generously contributed to the .ttinport of the institution. 

Tho atTairs of the Hospital have been economically managed, as will bo scon by 
tho amount of BufTorings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of tho c.xponditnro. 

lu closing this report tho Directors regret that tho change introduced by tho 
Governmont will prevent them again oQcriuK their services, and from the applications 
which havo boon received for a return of suDsoriptions and the opinions expressed of 
tho change, they fear that the closing of one of tho most useful institutions of tho 
Province will ultimately bo the result, 

Tlinrn yni rnni-iins tn bo oonsidoi-ed tho a_uestion of tho ownership of tho nro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and bow far the "pro- 
sent changes will affect it. On this subject tho Directors are not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

Conn. i\[cLcan roferrod to the lighting 
of tho lamp asked for by the Chief Engi- 
neer of the tire department and recom- 
mended that thenrittor bo referred to the 
Fire Committee. Carried. 

Coun. Sliakespearo spoke of the faulty 
construction of tho drain spoken of b^ 
Mr. T. Davie and that thoro was a gas 
pipe passing through tho middle of it. 

Coun. Smith considered that tho gas 
pipe ought not to interfere with tho drain 
as it was largo just wliere it passed 
through it. Referred to street committoo.

Coun. Shakespeare considered tho sug- 
gestion a good one. 

Coun. Sniitli lueiifidiied that there was 
a lin.0 in such cases and wished to know 
if tho parties who had infringed had boon 
dealt with by tho police. 

Coun. Wrigglosworth thought that tho 
best way to proceed with the Chinamon 
would bo to hue a few of fhoin. 

Communication received and a letter 
ordered to be written to the Chief Engi- 
neer stating that the by-law would bo car- 
ried out. 

From J. C. Bales, in tho matter of his 
dismissal as auditor to the Corporation.

He considered that 
Mr. Bales had cause for comolaint. Mr. 
Robinson was hardly dealt -with by a for- 
mer Council and Coun. Vigolius was tho 
man who then moved for his dismissal.

His Worship ciuld not allow outsiders 
to speak. 

Coun. Wriglesworth read a letter from 
Mr. Robinson roforring to his work as 
auditor when before in office, and com- 
plaining of his being dismissed without 
notice. 

His Worship called Coun. Wrigles- 
worth'a attention to tho fact that Mr. 
Robinson had made some grave mistakes 
■\vhilo in oflico before. His ^Vorship did 
not intend to tako sides with either Mr. 
Robinson or Mr. Bales. He must, how- 
ever, mention Coun.

.STREET fiOiianTTEE'.S REPORT. 

Tho Street Committee presented their 
report, of which the following is a synop- 
sis : — 

Oouns. McLean, Kinsman, Alanseli, of 
street com. presented a report containing 

a list of street work required to bo carried 
out in the difloront wards, as under. A 
careful selection of tho diil'eront streets 
have been made from those most requir- 
ing improvement, and tho proposed ex- 
penditure 13 much inside the amount set 
apart for street work by tho finance com- 
mittoo, it being tho unanimous desire of 
the present Council to reduce taxation 
and pay oil' all liabilities during the pro- 
sent year, reserving any further expen- 
diture that may bo found necessary till 
late in the fall. Tho committee strongly 
recommend tho adoption of d.iy labor, 
divided amongst ratepayers w-ho aro will- 
ing to work, such as teamsters and labor- 
ers, employing only those who aro willing 
to givo a fair day's -work. Attention is 
called to the condition of the gravel pit, 
and tho statement is inado,.that much of 
tho gravel is unfit' 'fo'r'iise and tho pit 
almost unapproachable. A large amount 
of "ood rock, available for street work, 
remains on hand. Tho proposed improve- 
mon^B aro as follow: ,,. 
Taies Skeei Ward—Yievr street, from' 



Quadra to School Reserve, macadam and 
graveled; Bastion square, graveled; new- 
drain southside of Yates street, between 
Government and Wharf; repairs to brick 

culvert, public landing foot of Yatfs 
street; repairs to brick culvert on Yates 
stroot, botwcen Cook and Vancouvur; 
box drain foot of Johnson street; Broad 
street, macadam from Y'ates to Pandora; 
Vancouver street, graveling from Fort to 
Pandora; drain south side of View street, 
between Blanchard and Quadra.

Johnson Stivet Ward — Macadamize

Cook; Oreon street gravelling; Blanchard 
street, north end; grading sidewalk and 
gravelling Pembroke street; gravelling, 
grading and blasting John street; Dis- 
covery street macad:niii-/.ed botw-een Doug- 
las and .Store; Herald Ktroet graded be- 
tween Douglas and lilaiieliard ; Alfred 
street gravelled; street at head of P,",ii- 
dora between .Johnson and Pandora;

Coun. Vigolius had hoped that Y'atcs

Coun. !McLe.-in stated that the mattnr 
had been discussed in tho meetings of tho 
Committeo ; but that tho govornmont 
would only give half the width of the 
street .and the other half would have tn 
bo obtained from the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany. 

Coun. Wriglesworth considered that tho 
Council had now an opportunity of estab- 
lishing tho stroot through that might not 
occur again. He would move that the 
Street Committee be instructed to repoi k 
on the matter. Carried. 

From tho stroot com on tho rniestion of 
repairing tho foot of .Tohnson street at the 
entrance to J. W. Williams' wharf to the 
extent of $36 and that tho city should re- 
ceive some nominal rent for the ferry. 

Also, an opinion from the city barris- 
ters to the effect that Mr. Williams could 
not expect any further privileges than 
wero convoyed to tho original purchaser, 
Mr. C. B. Young, and that the question 
of tho encroachment of lots on tho street 
was a matter for the city surveyor to de- 
termine. Report adopted and the street 
com. ompoworcd to carry it out. 

SiNTTARY. 

Scrgt. Bloomfield presented a report as 
to tho sanitary-condition of tho city which 
was road. Nuisances are stated to exist 
on Cormorant street in cottages the pro- 
perty of Mrs. W. Brown and occupied by 
Indians; nt the St. George Hotel; at tho 
roar of an empty store on Fort street; and 
at tho rear of promises on Broad street. 
An old well at tho corner of Broad street 
and Trounce jVUey is described as full of 
-water and in a very dangerous condition. 

Coun. Shakespeare moved that the re- 
port bo received and that the clerk bo in- 
structed to carry out tho wishes of tho 
sanitary com. 

Coun. Smith asked for further time to 
comploto wator committoo report. He 
wished, however, that the Council should 
confirm the advances rccnmmonded along 
tho wharves. 

Letters were read from W. Charles, of 
the H. B. Co., and from Capt. Revcly, 
Agont Marine and Fisheries, complaining 
of tho advance in water rates, and threat- 
ening to stop taking Elk Lake water if 
the advances wore enforced. Matter re- 
ferred to water committoo.
